THIRD DISPATCH. 

Racine, Wis, May 18,—Tue fret eveione in 
the bistory of this section struck Racine a: 7 
o'clock tonight, passing through the extreme 
northwestern portion of the city, demolishing 
150 houses and barns, and causing u loss of life 
of about twenty, beside 100 more or less se- 
riously injured. The day was ushered in bright 
and cool, with a fresh wind blowing frem the 
southeast. Towards noon the sky was overcast, 
and about 4 o'clock a sharp electric storm 
prevaiied, although but little rain fell. 
The sun again came out for about. an hour. 
During the afternoon the temperature was 
about 20 degrees, and abeut 4 o'clock, when 
heavy masses of clouas which again gatbered in 
the west portended a storm, the air was nn. 
ively warm. 

The cyclone was aunqeunced bya breaking of 
the clouds. which took on a whirling motion and 
Struck the earth with a noise which might be 
compared with the roar and rumbling of a 
thousand railroad trains thuudering over a 
bridge. 

The path of the storm is a little over half 4 
mile long and perhaps a quarter of a mile 
wide. In this territory here and there a 
building is lef} standing. Al, brick and 
frame alike, coliapsed, and their sites are 
marked only by heaps of forailess débris. 
Many _ Qeoupanis of the houses escaped by 
seeking the cellars and other places of com- 
parative safety, but the eyclone came with 
such lightning quickness that many were 
killed before reaching the cellars. 

In only a few cases were houses moved from 
their foundations. Those in the centre of the 
storm Simply exploded aud fell in the ruins 
where they had stood, Some pearer the cireum- 
ference were turned around. ang it is reported 
some light articies, such as wagons, were swept 
into the lake. 

The cyclone ag it moved from the city out 
upon the waters of Lake Michigan presented a 
grand spectacie such as is seen but ence in a 
lifetime. The whirlmg columns of air seemed 
monster wreaths of smoke as they whirled over 


tho watery expanse, bearing with them spiral 


columus of water. No ship that encountered 
this monster of the air could by any possibility 
eseape destruction. 


All the physicians of the city responded nobly, 


| to the call for assistance, and did what they 


could to alleviate the sufferings of the w ounded 
who were at once conveyed to st. Luke's and St. 
Mary's Hospitals, where they will receive the 
dest of care. The dead were taken, some to the 
houses of friends, and some to the court-house.

Those were many miraculoys egeapes, and the 
casualties are Umited in number, probably be- 
low the first reports. 

Witnesses of the storm-cioud say it was elec- 
trical in character, the cyustemary fungel ap- 
parently being a mass of flame. 

Barns and bougeg were swept away from their 
foundations and splintered, no vestige of them 
being left ap the premises. 

In one instance seven persons were ina two- 
stary brick dwelling, whieh was carricd away 
bodily, while the inmates all gscaped in safety, 
one child being hurt in the head and a man 
receiving bruises in the back from bricks from 
the walls. 

Trees were uprooted and broken off along the 
entire track of the tornado. It glsa pipwed up 
the ground for a long distance and showered 
gravel from the river bottoms oyer a large ex- 
tent of land, in some cages plastering the earth 
with débris entirely foreign to the neighbor- 
hood. | 

One bay egught la the storm waa blown to the 
earth and his clothing lite rely covered with 
small stones and powdered wood, which were 
actually driven inte the cloth. 

LATER AND WQRSE NEWS, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 18.—(Special.]—The 
calamity at Round Prairie, four milles east of 
the city, is awful.

THURSDAY’S TORNADO, 
AT VALPARAISO, NEB. 

Liscotx, Neb., May 18—([Special,}-—The de- 
tails of yesterday's cyclone at Valparaiso do 
not differ much from those already given. 

The storm oceyrred at 4 p. u.. and came from 
the southwest, Its track was abogt six miles 
long and eight rods wide. 

The tornado appeared as a heavy, dat cloud, 
funnel-shaped, point downwards, and moving 
along aear the ground. In its path everything 
was fiying, and, in the language of an eye - wit- 
ness it seemed to flatten whatever it touched, 

Each side of the storm's path there was but 
little wind, and comparativelr uo elemental dis- 
turbance. 

In the Atte Town of Valparaiso four build- 
ings werd tern to pieces and three people in- 
Jared. No lives were lost so far as ascertained 
outside the towu. 

Sehool-bouses Standing a mile apart were 
blown to atoms. 

Ten houses in all were destroyed. 

The persons injured are:

A child of this lady was atruck on the head by 
a falling board, and received a severe scalp 
wound.

The loss of property in the track of the storm

DUBLIN. 18.—jSpecial Cabie.]—Again the 
black * to thousands gathered 
around Kilmaintiam Jail that another member 
of the Invincible Society has paid bis debt to 
justice. Daniel Curley, the commander, leader, 
and speechmaker of the organization, perished 
by the bands of the common hangman at exact- 
ly one minute past 8 o'clock this morning on 
the same scaffoid on which the principal mem- 
ber of the gang was banged Monday, and on 
whieb three more, at least, must meet the same 
dismal! fate. 

The morning broke with all the splendor of a 
gummer day, reminding one forcibly of the ad- 
vont of that memorable 7th of May when Dub- 
lin awoke to find that one of the most appalling 
crimes of modern times had been committed 
within its precincts. 

As early as 6 o'clock groups of men and lads, 

artisans, began tq take up positions 
from which a view could be commanded of the 


Last night Curley retired to rest about 10 
o'clock, but before doing so be wrote a letter to 
his wife and children. This letter has not yet 
reached their hands. It ruus as follows: 

“Tomy dear and ever-beloved wife and chil- 
dren: I take this opportunity, the last on earth, 
of saying a few words to you, hoping you will 
forgive me for the step I took with regard to 
my trial—I mean for not trying to save myself 
as the others did. But I could not stoop so low, 
or bring myseif to doso. My dear wife, I will 
die as. I lived—faitoful to principles and my 
country's cause. I will do as all honest men do 
ort my secrets to the grave with me, and 
jeave them that are at freedom to enjoy it. 

Mand wife, I will say no more on this subject, 
I have domestic business to speak of. I win 
request of ya to keep a vigilant watch over our 
dear children. Keep them to their school and 

and off the street. as you yourself know 
I dread to see children getting the run of the 


street. 
“Dear Jane, do not think because I say this that 
I dave notcontidence in you. I have the great- 
est confidence in you.

Daniel Curiey was one of the recognized lead- 
ers among the men consti tuting the Dublin 
of the Irish Invincibies. He had both 
bead to plan and the nerve te execute. Such 
orders as he needed came direct from “ No. 1,” 
and it is doubtful whether any member of the 
gang closer relations with the chief of 
the Irish conspirators. As Chairman of the 
Dublia branch Curley made assignments of the 
men under him, and much evidence has been 
pro yor elimi, that he was at one time 
remove Chief-Secretary Forster. 
He displayed positive anger at — repeated 
failure of these attempts. and on one occasion 
searched a railroad train for his victim, finding 
only Mrs. and Miss Forster. Curley's trial be- 
an April 1. He was ably, even brilliantiy, de- 
fendea by Dr. Webb. James Carey, the notori- 
ous informer, was the first witness called by the 
presecutioa. He vestified to Curley’s high oon- 
nection with tne lnvincibles and to his activity 
the gang were in search of Forster. It was 
at a meeting of the society May 3, 1882, that la- 
structions were given to the more trustea mem- 
bers of the Dublin branch to kill Under-Secre- 
tary Burke. “No. 1” attended the session, 
and told them to “go for Mr. Burke.” 
The afternoon of the day of the tragedy 
Carey swore that he met Curley at Wren’s public 
house and left for the park in Fitz-Harris’ cab. 
While Carey was looking at a polo match Cur- 
ley saidto him: “What are you detng here?” 
Carey replied that he was looking at the game. 
Then, in a tone of command, Curley said: * Get 
back into the road. You don’t know the minute 
he may be coming.” Carey obeyed, and Curley 
said he would send down the car for bim when- 
ever he saw Mr. Burke coming. When Burke 
war seen approaching Carey got on the car, and 
Curley was asked whether Burke was in sight, | 
receiving a reply in the affirmative. After the 
assasination Carey met Curley and asked him 
whether it was true as reported that Burke had 
been accompanied by a strange gentieman. 
Thereupon Curiey recited the particulars of the 
attack and the murders. One of the witnesses 
in the triai of Curiey was Thom Francis Carey, 
a son of James „ho testified that Curiey 
called frequentiy at the home of the Carey's 
previous to May 6, and that the senior Carey and 
the prisoner had interviews ina room to which 
— members of the family were denied admis- 
n. 


It was Daniel Cvriey who brazenly went to the 
office of the Dublin Hxpress the day before the 
assasination and posted in the letter-box of that 
paper a card bearing the line: ‘Executed by 
order of the Irish Invincibles.” The witnesses 
for the defense made a very lame showing, and 
it was made strikingly evident that Daniel Cur- 
ley was more of a leader than a dupe in the ter- 
ridle work executed by the Invincibies. In fact. 
Curley bad been implicated in every way before 
Carey turned informer—in every way save as to 
his presence in the park. The jury deliberated 
less thantwo hours. When the adverse verdict 
was made known, and Curley was asked if he 
bad anything to say why sentence of death 
should not be passed upon him, he repl'‘ed: 

“I will say distinctly that I am not guilty of 
the charge I am accused of. I had some re- 
marks to make, but it was not until I heard 
your Lordship’s charge that I determined to say 
this, that it is a biased, unreasonabie charge.”

The prisoner—Y ou will excuse me, my Lord, if 
I say a few words which, since the proceedings 
commenced, I pictured to myself with reference 
to the identification made after the imprison- 
ment and the accounts of the informers. At 
the time I was identified all the parties were 
prepared to identify me. There were twelve or 
fourteen of us brought into the yard and I was 
on the extreme left, and I was ordered to come 
and stand in the centre of the line. On another 
occasion a warder was ordered ta stand at the 
rear of the man Joe Mullett for identification. 
Those are the points that are wunrea- 
sonable. These are the points that I 
have spoken to counsel on. There are 
several other matters that I would wish to re- 
mark upon, but there are other people awaiting 
their trials, and o* course to meet the same fate, 
l expect. Not that I fear death. I never courted 
it. I deny the charge, and I say between me 
and God this minute to the two men who identi- 
fied me as being at the polo ground—No, I never 
was; I was not near the place. I was not in the 
park on the 5th of May. You will have to be 
very cautious, my Lord, about the informers. I 
don't seek redress. Of course I expect no mercy. 
I don’t pray for pardon; I expect none from the 
British Government. They are my avowed ene- 
mies—Peter Carey, for instance. I know the 
position in which I am standing here. I am 
standing on the brink of the grave. I will speak 
the truth. I never spoke te him about Kava- 
nagh or any one else. He had certainly seen me 
in nis brother's house, but a word I never spoke 
to him about Kavanagh. There is a lot of the 
evidence that my bumble ability is not able to 
analyze, nor my memory to recall at the present 
time. As to that Emma Jones, she did not see 
me in the park that evening, nor yet did I ever 
speak to Carey. You said that I wouid have had 
time to come from Burke's to the park with the 
whisky in my pocket. You analyzed carefully 
all the evidence givenin my behalf. and you 
pointed out all the defects of it carefully and 
minutely, and you repudiated the evidence to 
a certain extent; but, on the other 
hand, when you were pointing out the 
evidence of the informers, you just put 
them all together, and said, “If you don't be- 
lieve them, then don’t find the prisoner guilty.” 
But you did not point out their contradictions 
as far as myself and these informers are con- 
cerned. I admit I was sworn into the Fenian 
‘organization twelve years ago when I was only 
22 years of age, and from that time to the pres- 
ent I worked openly in the organization, I was 
let into a number of their secrets, and I say 
here today that I will bring them to my grave 
faithfully and truly, and as to my own life, if I 
bad a thousand lives to lose I would lose them 
soover than to bring to my grave the 
name of an informer, and that I should 
save my life by betraying my fellow-man, 
There is another point which bas come to my 
memory—James Carey turned informer. There 
are many gentlemen in court at the present time, 
as well as the prisoners up at Kilmainham, who 
know that previous to his turning informer he 
told my feilow- prisoners that I turned informer. 
Then, 1 suppose when be heard that I turned 
informer he said to himeelf: “IT will 
nail Curley anyhow.” Smith was arrest- 
ed.

AVENGING BRADY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 18.—[Special.]—The 
latest stories as to extradition and dynamite 
prove to be mainiy sensational. Secretary Lin- 
coin today, in response to an inquiry whether 
there was any foundation for the rumor that 
sixteen men have been kept under arms at the 
arsenal day and night since the first Irish con- 
spirator (Brady) was hanged in anticipation of 
possible trouble at the British Legation, said 
that that was the first he had heard of it, ana 
tas no orders to that effect had been 
given. Gen. Ayer, in command of the 
arsenal, said: “Of course, the troops here 
are always ready.” Pointing to a light battalion, 
he said: “The troops under this command are 
always ready to march in a few moments’ 
warning, whether to the British Legation or 
elsewhere.” But Gen. Ayer denied that he had 
received any orders to hold any specific number 
of men in readiness for any special purpose, or 
that anything had been done out of the usual 
routine at the arsenal. One of the objects of 
keeping a considerable detachment of troops 
about Washington is that the Govera- 
ment shall always have a force in readi- 
ness for any emergency, such as a raid 
upon the Treasury or any Government building, 
but the dynamite fiends have not caused any 
unusual military movements here. On inquiry 
at the British Legation the Chief Secretary said 
that the Minister certainly had not applied for 
the protection of any Federal soldiers, and that 
he knew of no reason why such an application 
should be made. “We have heard no threats 
here of violence,” said the Secretary, * and have 
heard of no threats in the country, except the 
one with respect to the Brooklyn bridge.“

NORTHERN PACIFIC, 
GIVING AWAY LAND BY THE SKCTION. 
Wasninaton, D. C., May 18.—[Special.}—The 
following is a fuller statement of the decision 
of the Secretary of the Interior in the matter of 


the indemnity limits of the Northern Pacitic | 


Road than bas heretofore been given. The or- 
ganic act grants the Northern Pacific every 
alternate section, designated by odd numbers, 
to the amount of twenty alternate secuons per 
mile. A joint resolution of 1870 gives the com- 
pany the right to take from what are called the 
“indemnity strips,” ten miles further from the 
railroad, sufficient land from the odd sec- 
tons to make up the full amount of its 
grant, provided that, within the originai limit, 
owing to homesteads, proémptions, or other 
claims, there should not be enough. It has deen 
the practice in the cas® of the. Northern Pacific 
and other roads, to withdraw all the odd sec- 
tions, not all the lands, within the indemnity 
limits, as soon as the maps of location have been 
filed, and the Northera Pacific and the other 
companies have endeavored to keep this lana 
withdrawn as long as possible, so that the odd 
section might not be opened to settlement; the 
object of 
foree settlers to buy lands from 
them at their own prices. Neither act relating 
to the Northern Pacific containg any express 
vision for the withdrawal of lands witbin the 
ndempity limit. The power to do this has been 
settled by the courts to rest with the executive 
department of the Government, and,in the case 
of the Northern Pacific, Gecretary Teller claims 
that it is vested in his discretion. Secretary 
Teller says that, while he is convinced that the 
rsuasive force of the acts tor the Northern 
acific require such witndrawal to de 
made as will place beyond 
doubt any possibility of a miscarriage of 
their evident intention, still he can not shut bis 
eyes to the fact that vast areas of ianda, public, 
put for the right of seleenon, lying within in- 
demnity limits, are to settioment, and 
that the area of arable lands open to settlement 
is not great when compared with the increas- 
ing demand, and is rapi diminishing. Secre- 
tary Teller, therefore, decides in substance two 
things with respect to the Nerthern Pacilic 


grant: 

1. That he will not withhold the odd og ae | 
within the second indemnuity strip, as bus 
customary, but afl the lands within that 
strip shall be immediately opened to settlement, 

2. That the odd secuons of the first indemnity 
strip, the belt ten miles from the railroad, shall 
be only withheid fora sufficient time for the 
road to adjust its claims to indemnity, and that 
after a reasonable time the withdrawal will be 
revoked and the lands opened to settiement. 

Secretary Teller. upon being asked today by 
Tus TRIBUNE corres t what was intended 
as a reasonabie time, said he saw no reason 

why the adjustment as to Montana and Dakota 
should not be made at onde. The line was den-

and it is the purpose of the department to insist 
that the company shall ascertain, as speedily as 
possible, how many odd sections within the frat 
indemnity strip it ie entitled to,in order that 
the remainder of the add sections may be opened 
to settlement. Of course, all the even sections 
are now open to settlement, as they at all times 
have been, the reservation in the indemnity 
limits going only to the alternate odd sechons. 
The exact scope of the iotention of 
Teller in this respect can — be ga

erable portion of the road has already been 
built; the remainder fs in rapid —— of 
coustruction, and the entire road will probably 
be completed at an early dey. The work of 
ascertaining what lands in place have been 
lost to the company ought to go forward as

“In reply to your suggestion whether the with- 
drawals in the indemnity limiwof this grant are 
to stand so far as made, I have to say that lam 
of the opinion that such withdrawals should, at 
least for the present, be maintained. I am 
further of the opinion that, upon filing 
maps of approved definit location, withdraw- 
als of lands within the indemnity limits sbould 
be made by you to the extent uf the frst indem- 
nity limits. Such action will bein accordance 
with the practice heretofore pursued by your 
Office in reference to withdrawais roe the 
grantin question. J must decline to comply 
with the request of the company to cause a 
witodrawail of the lands within the second in- 
demnity limits in the territories. The nearest 
of these lands are fifty: miles and the farthest 
sixty miles distant from the line of the road. 
As Lam at present advised, 1 do not think it 
probable that the company will ever be obliged 
to resort to these limits for selection of lieu 
lands. But, if such should be the case, there 
will doubtless be a sufficient quantity of land 
left within such limite to enable the company 
to secure the full amount of ite grant. It will 
be borne in mind that the Northern Pacific 
Company claim that its land grant, being a 
grant of quantity to the amount of prime A al- 
ternate sections per Mille on each side, is en- 
titled to lands within the indemnity limits in 
place of all lands disposed of or to which 
preém — and homestead rights bad attached, 
as well before the passage of the act as between 
its date and the time of filing the map of definit 
location. This question is not presented by your 
letter, and I do not deem it necessary now to do- 
cide it. If, however, the construction claimed 
by the company were conceded, I think the in- 
demoity limits withdrawn, as indicated herein, 
will afford ample protection to the grant.” 

A LAWYER’S OPINION. 

This is Secretary Teller’s view of the scope of 
his decision. A lawyer identified with the 
Northern Pacific Railroad ig quoted this after- 
noon as making the following comments upon 
the decision: The decision of the Secretary of 
the Interior regarding the first indemnity-beit 
land-grant of the Northern Pacitic Railroad 
Company as reported in the newspa is cal- 
culated to misiead. It is very favorable to the 
road, as it withdraws the whole deit from entry 
by settiers and reserves it for the road to select 
such lands as they want to make up for such 
portions of their own lands in original 
grant as were previously . occupied by 
settiers and uatters. In other words, the 
fine lands wi wn from sale to outsiders by 
the Secretary ot the Interior are reserved to in- 
demnify the Northern Pacific Railroad from 
any losses of their grant by reason of previous 
settlement. This will give them some million 
acres more lands.”

JERE 1 ACQUITTAL. 

The jury in ease of Jere Dunn, the 
Slayer of the pugilist Elliott, have decided 
upon their oaths that Dunn is not guilty of 
the crime of murder as charged in the in- 
dictment. Dunn is now free--to kill other 
unarmed men in “self-defense,” if it shall 
so please him, The verdict was not — 
for by the mogt ardent partisans of the * gen 
tlemanly” homicide. A possible — ve§ 
ment of the jury was their best hope. To 
them and to Dunn himself the outcome of 
the trial will be a most-agreeable surprise, 
To the law-abiding people of Chicago and 
Illinois it will be a good deal ef a shock, 

The importanee of the case has been great- 
ly exaggerated. The respectable puhblie 
cared nothing fer Elliott or for Dunn. Ags 
to them the general opinion might be 
summed up in the words of lago, Now. 
whether he kill Cassio or Cassio him, or 
each do kill the other, every way makes our 
gain.” 80 far as Elliott and Dunn were con- 
cerned the community reckoned itself well 
rid of the one, and would have been by no 
means sorry to have been discharged by 
legal means of the continued presence of the 
ther. Both men were of the lowest and 
mast degraded type, useless to humanity in 
themselves and dangerous to the public 
peace. So long as they confined their play- 
ful pleasantries of homicide within the Um- 
its of their own class, so long as it wasa case 
of “dog eat dog.“ the decent peaple of Chi- 
cago cared little as to whether Roderigo or 
Cassio fell, and only regretted that the trage- 
dy of March 1 was not a double one. 

Asto the merits of the trial just ended 
from a legal and moral standpoint, it is un- 
necessary now to speak. The jurors were 
generally looked upon as a reputable body, 
superior te the general run of jurors in mur- 
der cases tried in this county. They spent 
four hours and a half in eonsidering the case, 
or at least that length of time elapsed between 
their withdrawal and the return of their ver- 
dict, But we knowof no reason why the 
people who de nat believe in the arbitrament 
of the reyolver should congrattilate them- 
selves on the verdict finally arrived at. It 
marked no triumph for law and order. 

The Elljott-Dunn tragedy from its incep- 
tion to its miserable end was low, vulgar, 
and disreputable. It originated in a 
personal quarrel between a pugilist who had 
spent the greater part of his adult life be- 
hind prison walls and 9 gambler who had 
already killed two men and had also known 
the inside of a penitentiary. It ended in the 
killing of one by the other in a disreputable 
resort and under circumstances of equal 
eqwardice and atrocity, The murdered man 
was buried with great pomp and ceremony 
by the thieves apa thugs of New York, and 
his slayer received an ovation after his ac- 
quittal at the hands of the pimps, bunko- 
steerers, gamblers, thugs, and thieves of 
Chicago. The expenses of the defense of 
Dunn were borne by the class with whom he 
has associated, and they alone of all the 
people in this great city have the right to 
reckoy their comrade’s restoration to liberty 
as a personal triumph.

Time was when representatives of the pea- 
ple in legislative bodies did net dare to bo- 
tray their constituents. ‘They knew that po- 
litieal treachery would lead directly to re- 
pudiation at home. They were aware that, 
even if they could escape rejection at the 
primaries or in party eqnvention, the peaple 
would defeat them at the polls. In these 
days every man in publie life was fully im- 
pressed with a sense of obligation to the peo- 
ple he represented. If he was misunder- 
stood or maligned he appealed with confi- 
dence to his constituents for vindication; if 
Ne betrayed the trust reposed in him he did 
80 in the face of certain and summary pun- 
ishment. * No more be officer of mine“ was 
the decree the people uttered against faith- 
less public servants, 

There are many examples in the Ilinois 
Legisiature of a radical change jn the rela- 
tions between Representatives and their con- 
stituents. One of the most conspicuous of 
these is Mr. Herrington, of Kane County. 
Ile has tied himself to the apron-strings ng 
Haines and the Liquor League, and pe 
ted himself to be dragged into unprincip 2 
opposition to the reformed license move 
ment in defiance of the practically unani- 
meus sentiment of the people he represents, 
Every important city and town in Kane 
County—Aurora, Elgin, St. Charles, Geneva, 
Batavia, and others—matintains a saloon 
license of $500. Herrington’s own home— 
Geneva—has recently adopted same pol- 
icy, ata time when he himself is fghtifiz 
the cause at Springfield with all the pariia- 
mentary skill along legislative experience 
has given him. Mr. Herrington is not new 
to public life, He is cognizant of the duties 
and responsibilities which attach to the posi- 
tion he holds, He knows that he is merely a 
proxy for the people in the seat he occupies 
in the Legislature. He cannot plead imma- 
turity or inexperience as an excuse for the ex- 
traordinary position of hostility to well-de- 
fined public sentiment in the district he repre 
sents, He is fully conscious that the best 
business interests, the best moral sentiment, 
the best social elements, and the homes of 
Kane County demand high license as a per- 
manent State policy. He cannot be ignorant 
that the railroad interests to which he has 
heen devoted in the past leok upon the high- 
license movement as of incalculable value to 
them in the saving of damages growing out 
ef aceidents caused by whisky, in losses by 
earelesness, and defaleation under the inilu- 
ence of liquor, and in the ingreased efficiency 
of their employés propoxtioned to the de- 
erease in the number of irresponsible sa- 
loons, in which is practiced the trusting for 
drinks, which is due to too much competi- 
tion under the free-whisky system. He 
knows that the railroads and the people are 
tn full accord in this mager. 

Knowing all these things, how ean Mr. 
Herrington justify his active opposition to 
the liquor-license measure? It will not do 
for him to fall baek on party discipline, for 
there has been no party edict on the question 
in any State convention, and certainly the 
Democrats of Illinois are not prepared to ac- 
knowledge the guerrilla Haines as a leader. 
Herrington cannot urge gratitude to friends, 
for all thase te whom he .is under personal 
obligation believe in the principles of high 
license, and are earnest advocates of the 
pendmg bill, He cannot point to his own 
constituents in defense of his conduct, for 
without any legislative compuision they 
have adopted voluntarily the highest figure 
fixed by the bill now under consideration at 
Springfield. It is entirely safe te say that 
nine out of every ten of the people of Her- 
rington’s district are heartily in favar of 
high lieense without regard to locallty or 
party. Notwithstanding all this, Herrington 
is and has been one of the most persistent 
and efficient followers of E. M. Haines in 
opposition te the License bill which the con- 
stituents of both desire to have passed. 

So long as it is not possible to controvert 
the conditions we have described, it follows 
that Herrington has deliberately determined 
to defy his constituents and to place his alle- 
giance to Haines, whatever his personal mo- 
tives may be, higher than the well-known 
sentiments of those he pretends te represent. 
Herrington may be big enough as a man and 
important enough as a politician ta risk this 
impertinent defiance ot his constituents. 
Then, again, he may not be. If his eonstit- 
vents be honest in their convictions and en- 
tertain proper self-respect, Herringtan’s 
treachery will be resented and punished at 
the proper time.

A WEW EYE ON THE LAND-ORABTE 

Secretaries of the Interior are usually very 
popular with the railroad corporations, but 
do not seem to have excited much enthusi- 
asm among the pepulace. Secretary Teller, 
it he keeps on, bids fair to reverse this 
ancient rule and become one of the people's 
darlings, His recent summons. to Crédit- 
Mobilier Dillon, of the Unien Pacific, to pay 
up some of the millipas road owes the 
Gevernment was a new sound trom that 
quarter, and now it is followed * an I y 
novel utteranee with regard to the land- 
grants, 

In a letter to the Commissioner of the 
Land-Ollice, published in our Washington 
(lispatehes of Friday, the Secretary of the 
Interior announces that he shall decline in 
the case of the land-grant roads to entertain 
their demands that the lands in the indemnity 
limits of their grants shall be closed to the 
public, as they have been in so many cases. 
Congress in drawing a line beyond the limits 
of a grant, and saying that if there happened 
to be any deficiencies within the limits of 
the grant the company could go as far as the 
indemnity line to make up the full amount 
of land it was to have, did not mean to shut 
the public ont of entering these indemnity 
limits in séarch of homesteads, As a matter 
of fact, the public have been excluded from 
the land within these indemnity limits as 
wellas from that within the limits of the 
grants. This has been one of the great 
wrongs of the administration of the public 
domain, but it may now be hoped we have 
seen the last of it. 

Secretary Teller halds tha’ the land-grant 
companies haveno title to lands within the in- 
domnity limits, as they have to those within 
the grants. All they are given by the acts 
of Congress is not a title, but the right to go 
within these limite—and nq further—te piek 
out lands to make up for deficiencies in their 
grants. He insists—and we cannot remem- 
ber when we have heard such a Commn- 
nistic remark from a Government official— 
that he cunsiders it his duty so to adjudge 
the statutes as to give the public as wall as 
the corporations all the rights and privileges 
granted by the laws, 

There is anew kind of eye on the land- 
grant corporations. ‘The Setretary says: 1 
eannot shut my eyes to the fact that vast 
areas of lands (public, except far the right of 
selection) lying within the indemnity limits 
ate barred to settlement, and that the area of 
arable lands open to settlement is not great 
when compared with the increasing demand, 
and ig rapidly diminishing.” Ue declares 
that he will revoke withdrawals of land that 
have already been made within indemity 
limits for the convenience of the corpora- 
tions if they negleet any longer to make 
their selections and abuse the withdrawals 
for thé purpose of keeping the public from 
obtaining homesteads. 

One of the land-grant companies, the ane 
that has been treated with the most lavish 
generosity by Congress both in the first 
grant and in its delicate obliviousness of the 
fact that the grant had been forfeitable for 
many years, has just called upon Secretary 
Teller to shut the public out of the lands 
within itg second indemnity limits. In its 
ease Congress, after giving it half the land in 
a belt forty miles wide along its tracks, per- 
mitted it to go ten miles farther on either 
side of its line to make up deficlences in its 
grant, and afterwards, afraid that it would 
not get land enough, said it might go still 
ten miles farther to make its indemnity se- 
lections. Now, this road, although the grant 
has lapsed four years since, demands that the 
Interior Department shall formally exclude 
the public from settling anywhere within a 
belt 120 miles wide through the Territories, 
until it has had more time in which to make 
its indemnity selections! 

In his refusal to aceede to this preposter- 
ous request, the Secretary of the Interior 
will be enthusiastically supported by the 
public, The lands from which the company 
desires the public to be warned away do not 
belong to it. All the right it has te them is 
a right of selecting such quantities of land as 
will make pp the total amount Congress 
meant to give. It has had eighteen years to 
build the road and make these selections. 
The grant expired in 1870, The nearest of 
the lands within the second indemnity limits 
to which the request refers are fifty miles, 
and the farthest of them sixty miles, fram 
the line of the road. There will be plenty of 
land within the first indemnity limits to make 
up all deficiencies, and it there ig not itis 
time the public had the recognition of its 
rights to“ indemnity ”’ which the Secretary 
gives them.

Steamboat Granite State in the Con- 

mecticut Biver, 

HAurronb, Couu., May 18—(Speciai.}—The most 
terrible disaster which ever happened on the 
Connecticut River oceurred at 5 o’elock this 
morning at Goodspeed’s Landmg. The weil- 
known steamer Granite State, which bas run 
between New York end this eity fgg thirty years, 
was burned to the water's edge, and, with a 
heavy freight, is a total loss. Two lives are 
known to have been lost, and there is every 
probability that one if not two bodies will be 
found on the wreck tomorrow. The Granite 
State, which was nearly 1,200 tons burthen, left 
New York at 4o’clock Thursday afternoon for 
this elty, and had preceeded up the 
river thirty miles when fire was discovered near 
the boilers. Bhe was being slowed up to make 
the landing at Goodspeed’s when the flames were 
discovered, and by the time the boat swung into 
the dock she was burning from stem to stern, a 
heavy wind spreading the fre throughout the 
steamer in the merest space of time. Olerk M- 
loway, a veteran steambogtman, ran through 
the saloon, awakening the sleeping passeugérs 
by pounding on the stateroom doors. The pas- 
sengers, about fifty in number, swarmed from 
their rooms, mainly in their nigbt-clothes.

APPORTIONMENT OF DELEGATES. 

The resolution naming the members of the 
Internauonal Committee was received with 
signs of disapproval on the part of mauy West- 
ern delegates. Delegate Wolfe, of St. Louis, 
moved that the resolution be recommitted, for 
the purpose of making a more equitable appor- 
tionment of delegates according to territory. 


In response to inquiries, it was stated by the, 


Chairman of the committee making me report 
that there was no member of the proposed Iuter- 
na tional Committee from the Pacific Coast, while 
New York bad eleven; at the same time, it was 
shown that there were only four members de- 
signated in the report to represent the entire 
country west of the Mississippi River. As 


there appeared to be a possibility that the dis- 


cussion might become heated over the question 
of sectionalism, President Colby offered prayer 
that Divine guidance might be afforded. The 
Rev. Dr. Pierson, of Indianapolis, made an ear- 
nest plea in behalf of harmony and magnan- 
imity. Mr. Wolfe's motion was lost, and 80 
much of thé resolution as provided for the ap- 
pointment of the International Committee was 
adopted. 
THE INCORPORATION 
matter of adopting that portion of the resolu- 
tion which approved the act of incorporation 
procured in New York was then taken up. 
The act provides that the gentiemen who con- 
stituted the International Committee at the time 
it was passed, and their successors, shall con- 
stitute “a body corporate and politic by the 
name of the International Committee of Young 
Men's Christian Associations, for the purpose of 
establishing and assisting Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations, and generally to promote the 
spiritual, intellectual, physical, and social well- 
being of young men, in accordanve with 
the aims and methods of Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations in connection with the said 
convention.“ The management and disposition 
of the affairsof the corporation are vested in 
the hands of the incorporators and their suc- 
cessors, the said board to be composed of not 
less than twenty-seven members, one-third of 
hom shail go out of office, and one-third to be 
elected, at each of the International Conven- 
rr of the Youug Men's Christians Associa- 
ons. 

Delegate Munhball, of Indiana, entered a pro- 
test against what he termed the * centraliza- 
tion idea em ed in the act, and usked that 
the matter of approving the act be posiponed 
till the subject can be canvassed by the local 
associations. 

Delegate Jewell, of Connecticut, urged that, 
as the committce could not accept bequests or 
hold property without being incorporated, and 
that as several bequests now await acceptation 
the act be approved subject to future amend- 
ment or moditication. The suggestion pre- 
valled, and the entire report of com mittee 
was adopted. 

The convention then adjourned for dinner, 
the benediction being pronounced by the Kev. 
Dr. Pierson. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon proceedings — with de- 
votional exercises led by Delegate Jewett, of 
Connecticut. Payer was offered by tes 
Todd of Indiana and Davenport of Michigan, 
and the convention joined in singing “ Hallelu- 
jah, "Tis Done, “Repeat the Story Oer and 
Oer,“ and Salvation, Full and Free.“ Brief 
addresses were made by several delegates, the 
followme lines of thought being advanced:

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 18.—[{Special.]—The 
General Synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church of North America resumed its session 
today. The Rev. Theodore W. Wella, delegate 
from the General Synod ot the Reformed Church 
of America, addressed the convention, and ex- 
pressed a hope that the General Synod of the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church and the General 
Synod of the Reformed Church in America 
might be continued to the mutual benefit to 
bot h. 

The Moderator, the Rev. James F. Norton, re- 
plied to the sddress, stating that a close rela- 
tion bas been established between the two 
churches, as many of the vital points at issue 
were identical to both. 

The Revs. A. Gifford Wylie, of Cincinnati, and 
William Mclihenny, of New York, were appoint- 
ed delegates to the Genera! Council of Presby- 
terianiem at Belfast, Ireland, one year from 


July next, and the Revs. William Wylie, of New 
York, and Alexander Kerr; of this city, aiter- 
nates. 

The report of the theological seminary fund 
showed receipts for the year of $2,740 and ox- 
penditures of $2,730. The endowment fund re- 
ported $33,9340n hand. The report was accept- 
ed and referred tu the Auditing Committee. 

SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 

At the afternoon session, the report of the 
Committee on Signs of the Times was read by 
the Rev. J.C. Chapman.

A recess was 
taken, ducing which the laity considered the 
nomination of Dr. Randolph, but did not take a 
vote. Upon reassembling the laity voted for 
Assistant Bishop, the result being 101 for Dr. 

Dr. Randolph was 
then declared elected Assistant Bishop. 

LIF OF DR. RANDOLPH. 

BauTmmorse, Md., May 18.—(Special.)—The 
Rev. Arthur M. Randolph, D. D., who was to- 
day named by the Virginia Episcopal Council as 
Assistant Bishop of that State to aid Bishop 
Whittle, is pow the rector of Emmanuel, one of 
the wealthiest and most fashionable churches 
of the city. Mr. Randolph was unable to say to- 
day whether or not be would accept the posi- 
tion. He is a Low-Churchman aud one of Bish- 
op Pinkoey’s Cabinet, which is little dy little 
eudeavoring to root out ritualism io 
tne State. The Rev. Mr. Randolph was 
born in Winchester, Frederick County. Va., 
in 183. His father, Robert Lee Randolph, 
was au extensive planter and siavehoider of 
Farquier County. His grandfather was Col. 
Robert Randolph, and his great graudtathor 
Robert Kandoiph, a prominent soldier of the 
Revolution. Edward Randolph, the first Presi- 
dent of the Continental Congress, was one of bis 
ancestors. He is a graduate of William and 
Mary College and of Alexandria Theological 
Seminary. Among his classmates in the sem- 
inary were the Rev. Phillips Brooks of Boston 
and the Kev. Henry C. Potter of New York. His 
first call was to Fredericksburg, Va., and 
he was stationed there when 
was shelled during the 
church was slightiy damaged. 
his escape through the Confederate Pines, hav- 
ing with bim his wife and his babe, which was 
but a day old. He then entered the Southern 
army as Chaplain and served till the close of the 
War. In 1866 he was called to Christ Church in 
Alexandris, the church in which Washington 
worshiped. The next year be came to Balti- 
more as rector of Emmanuel Church, and has

The Bricklayers and the Master Ma- 
sons Still Gazing at Each Other. 

The Exeouttve Committee of the Master Ma- 
sous’ Associ that will select an arbitrator 
from amo the business-men to represent 
them itn arbitrating the differences between that 
body and Bricklayers’ Union consists of the 
President, Mr. George Tapper; George 0. 
Prussing, the Secretary; and Mr. E. F. Gobel, 
the Treasurer. In reply to the inouiry as to 
what was being done to secure their man, the 
master masons said they bad simply canvassed 
the matter in a general way, and would do 
nothing officially until the result of the brick- 
layers’ mecting last night was made known to 
them. In the event of the bricklayers appoint- 
ing u committee similar to their Executive Com- 
mittee, they would select their man with- 
out delay. They were not pared to say 
what the exact line 0 their 
would be in case the 
element prevailed at the bricklayers’ meeting, 
and no committee was appointed. Mr. Prussing 
was understood to favor some prominent min- 
ister asa member of the select committee of 
three, as his selection would add to the diguity 
of its judgment. 

The master masons are arranging to bave a 
standing commitiee on arbitration to meet any 
similar committee of the labor organization to 
adjust all difficulties as fast as they arise. This 
will meet an objection that has already been 
raised by the bricklayers about paying a stand- 
ine committee of arbitrauon — of busi- 
ness men to be kept on duty ali the time. 

At the brieklayers beadquarters it was learned 
that eight non-union men were en away 
from Gobel & Messersmith’s job yesterday and 
taken into the unton. The prospects of a settie- 
menatof the difficuities Are said to be making 
the non-union men anxious to join the union 
now. 

The bricklays say that with fine weather the 
brickmakers would soon begin to make brick, 
and the members of the union could form more 
partoerships and take contracts. Mr. Scouller, 
acting as foreman for Secretary Cnapler, of the 
Brickiayers’ Un began excavating yester- 
day for the foundation of a dweliing-house at 
No. 300 West Fourteenth street.

Assignment of a Chicago Pieture- Frame

Edward Lovejoy, dealer in picture-frames, 
photographs. etc., at No. 88 State street, filed in 
the County Court yesterday morning bis volun- 
tary assignment of all his effects for the benefit 
of his creditors to Robert R. Jenkins.

Arbitration Not a Success, as Shown by 
the Shoemakers’ Strike in COincin- 
nati, 

CINCINNATI, O., May 18.— [Special. I— The most 
unfortunate feature of the lockout in this city 
against 3,500 boot and shoe makers is that it 
probably a deathblow to the system of settling 
disputes between employers and their men by 
arbitration. This plan was first adopted by the 
shoemakers, and the work of the Board of Ar 
bitration, to which the boot and shoe manufact- 
urers and their employés agreed to refer their 
differences, has been watched with much inter- 
est by those engaged in other trades. Had 
arbitration continued to work satisfactorily in 
the case of the shoemakers, it would without 


doubt have been generaliy adopted. “The Board 
of Trade tad much to do with the introduction 
of the pian, and a large class of influentiai citi- 
zens, who believe in the prineipie of ra- 
tion, have hoped to see it become well estab- 
lished.

SOUTH PARKS. 
THE COMING COMMISSIONERS. 

In addition to Messrs. Kern, McCaffery, and 
Adams, mentioned in yesterday’s TRIBUNE as 
candidates for the two South Park Commission- 
erships in the gift of the Circuit Judges, the fol- 
lowing gentiemen are aiso understood to be can- 
didates—that is to say, they would gladly accept 
if appointed: Paul Cornell and John B. Sher- 
man, the present incumbents; O. W. Guthrie, 
ice-dealer, who lives on Wabash avenue; Mr. J. 
W. Oakley of Walker, Oakley & Co., the well- 
known leather firm; and Mr. John W. Rumsey, 
of Englewood, who was nominated for the posi- 
tion by Gov. Hamilton. 

Mr. McCaffery, it is understood, is backed by 
Judge Tuley. but the objections to bis nomina- 
tion have been so serious that he may now be 
said to be out of the tleld. The objections are 
of a pat that do not in the least retiect on the 
honor of Mr. MoCaffery. It is held that it would 
not be wis or just, however, to putin the Park 
Board four Irishmen, especially as an Irishman 
is President. Another objection to Mr. 
McCalfery is that he is too old to make a very 
active Commissioner. It is said that Judge 
McAllister and Judge Moran favor Charies 
Kern, and that that otieman had partial 

ledwes from the other Judges before he went to 

urope. He has active friends wato his in- 
terests here in his absence. That he is a German 
is in his favor. 

Mr. Adams has not much strength. He was 
brought into the ring by a few First Ward poll- 
ticiaus who were in the ohe of the South Towa 
Collector during the spring. They are not the 
class of men, however, who would be likely to 
influence the choice to be made by the Judges. 

Mr. Rumeey is backed up by the Veteran Club 
of Engiewood and by the Lake Town Board, but 
the fact that he was Gov. Hamilton's nominee 
will not help him very materially. 

Mr. Guthrie's chances are very slim, it is be- 
lieved. They are said to be as near zero as they 
well could be.

partial. It is believed that a majority, if not all, of 
the Judges will taxe this view of the matter, 
and will therefore appoiat two Republicans, in 
which case Mr. John B. Sherman and Mr. J. W. 
Oakley are the coming men. Mr. Sherman 
made an excellent member of the board, 
though he was absent much last year, the park 
interests did not suffer,as he made “1 
ments which prevented that.

The tact that he represented so large an interest 
and is so large a property-owner ou the South 
Side is also in bis favor, and bis nomination is 
looked on as a forezove conciusion.

A bili known as the “ Corporation Stock “bill” 
came up at Springfield yesterday—a bill of vital 
importance to the business interests of the city.

ASSESSMENTS. 


TALK BY MR. HARKNESS TO THE REAL-ES- 
TATE AGENTS. 

Ata meeting of the Real-Estate & House- 
Renting Agents’ Association held last evening 
E. J. Harkness, attorney of the Special- Assess- 
ment Department of the city, read a paper on 
“Special Assessments.“ it being the first of a se- 
ries of papers which have been arranged for 
touching the interests of the associution. 

He commenced by saying that the qu estion of 
special assessments bad always been inter- 
woven with the city’s history, and had become 
as familiaras household words. There was a 
distinction, however, between taxes and special 
assessments, for the former were a pure and 
simpie burden, and the latter a benefit, 
because they were for improvements which al- 
—— added to the value of the property against 
which they were levied. By special assess- 
ments streets were paved, sidewalks and drains 
were laid, and lamp posts erected; in fact, nearly 
every public improvement depended upon this 
means for their development and completion. 

speaker next went into the history of 
special assessments, starting with the adoption 
of the city charter in IN. and coming down to 
the present, which be divided into two periods— 
before and since the fire. Before the fire the 
assessments had been made by the Commission - 
ers of the Board of Public Works and had to be 
confirmed by the City Council. On the quesuon 
of the fairness of their work there had been no 
appeal, and the consequence was that 
assessments were often defeated on technical 
grounds. The complaint of the injustice of 

the em §had been great, and che result 

was in 1871 the Supreme Court de- 
cided the provisions of the charter on the sub- 
ject null and void. Following tbis the city ab- 
cepted a new law, which provided the present 
system—the appointment by Commissioners of 
the courts, and the trial of all assessment 
on their merits. |

Life on the Mississippi. | 

James R. Osgood & Oo., of Boston, have 
brought out the latest of the works of America’s 
genial humorist, Mark Twain. As iu its prede- 
cessors, much of the material contained in this 
volume has been in print before; but the body 
of the work consists of new matter, and the book 
self is one of the best,if not the best, this 
writer has given to the public. It deals witn a 
region and with phases of life with which Mr. 
Clemens is especially familiar. Born on the 
banks of the Mississippi, his career upon its 
waters familiarized bim wWithallits vagaries, 
and he grew to manhood under such peculiar 
influences that he mingled with the people in 
the {reest possible manuer, and thus became es- 
peciaily well qualified to write of them and to 
talk about them. So this book now before us 
contains a rich and varied collection of pictures 
of the characteristic features of Life on the 
Mississippi. And, when viewed through Mr. 
Clemens’ spectacles, when he acts as our guide. 
and makes bis humorous running comments on 
the scenes successively unfolded, before us, the 
journey cannot fail to ioterest, and the 
means of travei is a sure rest to the 
wearied mind. The author imparts a great 
deal of useful information, and bis book is much 
more than a mere funny“ book. First, we 
have an account of the physical and bistorical 
aspects of the great Father of Waters: of the 
chauges in its course, and its alterations in the 
formation of the land on either side; and then 
we are led to glance at ite slumberous trast 
epoch in a couple of short chapters, at its sec- 
ond and wider-awake epoch in a couple more, 
ut its flushest and widest-awake epoch in a good 
many succeeding chapters, and then at its com- 


paratively tranquil preseut epoch in what is left 


of the book.” Here is an amusing paragraph 
from the work, showing what may be expected 
in the future from the efratic conduct of this 
mighty river: 

*The Mississippi, between Cairo and New Or- 
leans, was 1,250 miles long 176 years ago. It was 
1,180 after the cut-off of 1722. It was 1,040 after 
the American Bend cut-off. It has lost sixty- 
seven miles since. Consequentiy its length is 
only 973 miles at present. Now, if I wanted to 
be one of those ponderous scientific people, and 
‘let on to prove what had occurred in the re- 
mote past by what had occurred in a given time 
in the recent past, or what will occur in the far 
future by what has occurred in late years, wbat 
an opportunity is bere! Geology never had 
such a chance, nor such exact data to argue 
from! Nor ‘development of species, either! 
Glacial epochs are great things, but they are 
vague—vague. Piease observe: 

“In the space of 176 years the Lower Missis- 
sippi bas shortened itself 242 miles. This is an 
average of a trifle over one and a half miles per 
year. Therefore, any calm person, whois not 
blind or idiotic, can see that in the old odlitic 
Silurian period, just 1,000,000 years ago next No- 
vember, the Lower Mississippi Hiver was up- 
ward of 1,300,000 miles long, aud stuck out over 
the Guif of Mexico like a tishing-rod. And, by 
the same token, any person mn see that 742 
years from now the Lower MiBsissippi will be 
only a mile and three-quarters long, and Cairo 
and New Orieans will have their streets 
together and plodding fortably along 
under a single Mayor and of Aldermen. 
There is something fascinating about science. 
One gets such wholesale returns of conjecture 
out of such a trifling investment of fact.“ 

After this preliminary discussion, Mr. Clemens 
inoludes some chapters previousiy issued both 
in magazine and iv book form, in which he telle 
of bis apprenticeship to a pilot; of the difficulties 
be had to master; of the associadon of pilots 
twenty-tive years ago; of the famous river- 
boats and of their races; ana. gives Vivid pict- 
ures of his life at this time, before be dreamed 
of fillmg a vacant niche as an American humor- 
ist. The War suspended his occupation as a 
pilot. He says: : e 

bad to seek another livelihood. So I became 
asilver-minerin Nevada; next. a newspaper- 
reporter; next, a gold-miner in California; 
next, a reporter in San Francisco; next, a spe- 
cial correspondent in the Sandwich Islands: 
next, a rov correspondent in Europe and the 
Kast; next, an instructional torch-beurer on the 
lecture-platform; and un I became a ecrib- 
bier of books and an immovebie tixture among 
the other rocks of New Engiand.” 

The rest of the book giver a graphic ac- 
count of the visit made last spring to his old 
baunts, and the reminiscences brought to mind 
by this trip. Of course, a good deal of exag- 
geration and of fiction u mingled with the 
author's narrative; but that ooly gives addi- 
tional spice to the read and Mark Twain's 
volumes are not exactly intended to serve as 
guide-books. On the whole the reader will find 
tbis an entertaining and interesting work, lav- 
ishty illustrated, and published in the handsome 
style charf&cteristic of the house from which it

Hora Fuacit. 

We are wont to talk of the wonderful changes 
the world has seen within the last fifty years. 
But few ot us can appreciate or realize this 
with the force of one who was rocked in the 
same cradie as the new-born nineteenth century 
—who has grown with its growth, and matured, 
pari passu, with its maturity. This could hardiy 
be better illustrated than it is in Retrospect of 
a Long Life.“ by 8. C. Hall—not only because it 
is a long life, but because it is that of a promi- 
nent and intelligent member of that profession 
which is a synonym for progress—the press. 
The opening paragraph of this most interesting 
work gives earnest of the marvelous fund upon 
which such a memory may draw; 

“I was born in the year 1800. Thus, when 
joy-bells rang for the victory at Trafaigar, I 
was a child of 5 years old; when Flad tidings 
came of the crowning triumph at Waterioo, a 
boy of 15: and, when George III. died, 1 was a 
young man. I have reported in the vid House 
of Commons such giants as Canning and 
Brougham; George Stephenson opened bis first 
line of railway some years after I became 
associated with the press: and the Reform bill 
of 1822 found me on the thresboid of what is 
commonly considered middle age.” 

Having, among minor recollections, touched 
upon the ancient mail-cOach with its snail- pace, 
and alluded to the contempt with which the 
masses first looked upon travel by steam, Mr. Hall 
says that on one occasion, when de landed at 
Kingstown en route for Dubiin, a disappointed 
driver, finding that the gentleman preferred to 
make the remainder of the trip by railway, ex- 
claimed: Well, I wonder at your honor! You, 
an English gintleman—maybe for the first time 
in Ireland—that wouldn't rather be whisked upto 
Dublin in my unte little carthan be dragged up 
to Dublin at the tatl of a taa-kettle!”’ 

Were it not that this is the report of an eye- 
witness, and that bis statements are terribly 
corroborated by the recorded speeches ad- 
dressed to the House of Commons upon this 
subject, we could not believe that fifty years 
ago, in “enlightened England.“ little children 
were GOudemned to a slavery too brutal for 
brutes. And yet the testimony of this bebolder 
is, that In Yorksbire collieries miserabie littie 
creatures under 10 years old crawied along 
passages that sometimes were not more than 
two teet high, d trucks of coal by 
a chain attached to a girdle that went round 
their half-naked bodies, and often wore away 
the skin.” Still more incredible, if possibie, 
seems the account of one of those “wife- 
sales which onee were common at Smitb- 
tield. Yet Mr. Hall only — 2 what he bas

“Quida” is nothing if not intensely emotion- 
al. Aud it must be acknowledged that she has 
written much which bad better, both for her 
reputation and influence, have remained in the 
golden cave of silence. She has shown a mar- 
velous sympathy and understanding with dogs 
and horses; a tenderness amounting to passion 
for the innocence and heipiesness of childhood: 
and an unconditional admiration for well- bred 
masculine comeliness. But towards her own 
sex she has “spoken and spared not.” Her fe- 
male characters have been either weak or 
vicious, often both. Where she has endeavored 
to depict a beautiful woman possessed of genu- 
ine goodness, she has, by some strange and ap- 
parently involuntary force, stolen from ber the 
warmth of life and left a stainless image in 
piace of breathing womanhood. It wus as 
though sue bad sv little faith in the genuineness 
of those virtues witb which she sometimes cred- 
ited her feminine creations that her praise 
seemed but a Gner sort of irony—a subtier 
incredulity than could be conveyed by 
a palpable sneer. But in der latest novel!

It is a 
story like all ok OQuida’s,” in that it is sensa- 
tional and overwrought. But the slow evrolu- 
tions of character—the nice adjustment of in- 
fluenée and effect—the workings of Wat im- 
mutable, almost inscrutabie, psychological law 
, which has decreedof evil, “Grasp the condi- 
tions, the result grasps you —all diese are 
given with the tidelity of nature and in the per- 
fection of art. The book would be greatly beu- 
efited, however, by the remodeling or elimiua- 
tion of the first chapter. Energetic Anglo- 
Saxon is an admirable vehicle of expression; 
but there are occasions when to call a 
spade “anlimpiement of agricultural labor isto 
retine arude image. Customs which obtain ia 
Russia may be ignored in less primitive society. 
Indeed, it is much to be regretted that a novel- 
ist who can command such effects of power, and 
pathos, and purity as the author of Wanda 
displays should ever descend to the low plaue ot 
seusualism. Cleopatra's pear! may have been a 
jewel wortby to ransom a King, yet she won no 
honor by dissolving it in a wine-cup.

The New Tariff. 

» Mr. John G. Wilson has prepared, and the firm 
of which be is a member— Messrs. Downing, Shel- 
don & Co.—have published, a pocket-tariff of the 
United States customs-duties under the law of 
March 30, 1883, taking effect July 1, 1883. The 
book is of convenient size for the pocket, as the 
title indicates, and contains a complete aifa- 
betical schedule of duties on all importations of 
merchandise to this country, as provided by the 
whole body of tariff legislation, of which the act 
above referred to is the latest of a long 
series of acts. The substantial accuracy 
of the work may be assumed from 
known 8 of a simlar work by 
Mr. Wilson, published by the same firm in 1881. 
As introductory to the body of the work—the 
alfabetical schedule—there is a short chapter on 
each of the ‘following subjects: immediate 
Transportation; Shipping Instructions; Instruc- 
tions to Tourists; and Drawback of Duties. 
These chapters contain minute instractions ona 
every branch of the importing business, from 
that of the merchant who handies millions of 
dollars’ worth of foreign merchandise to that of 
the pleasure-seek traveler who returns from 
his foreign tour with a Geneva watch, a tabie- 
set of vres porcelain, ora Paris fan. Inci- 
dentally, the chapter on “Immediate ns- 
portation” directs attention to the great chauge 
that has taken place in the importing business 
in the United States. Previous to June 14. 1570, 
the date of the passage of the Immediate- 

Transportation act, ail the foreign business of 
the country was transacted at a few large sea- 
ports. Now there are thirty-eigbt ports at 
which foreign merchandise can be transported 
in bond without appraisement or detention at 
the port of first arrival.“ In this way the mer- 
chants in every important interior city of the 
country are placed on an equal footing iu their 
relations with foreign countries with the mer- 
chants of the seaport cities.

Cow Peas. 

It is evident that the stock or cow pea can be 
cultivated with profit in the Eastern and Middie 
States. A New York farmer says he sowed cow 
peas about the Ist of June in drills eighteen 
inches apart, and they were ready to cut in Sep- 
tember The cow pea isa more nutritious food 
than corn-fodder, and is considerably better 
than green corn, It succeeds rye, and comes in 
at a convenient season for soiling, and also at a 
time when cows are tired of green corn. A 
farmer of. Soutbampton, Mass., who planted the 
black pea in hills eighteen inches apart about 
the middie of June, says that ne hoed once and 
eultivated once, but, as it was planted about 
three weeks too late, it did not mature its seed. 
Ac plowed under for two successive seasons 
will often enrich the land so that a crop of to- 
bacco can be raised on ground previousiy con- 
sidered worthiess. The green peas are excellent 
food for the table. If in every other hill in 
a corn-field cow peas be planted a fair 

of seed as well as a fair amount of pea-vine 
will generally result. It is better for cattle 
than corn or straw. As the stalks of the black 
pea contain less woody matter the vines ure 
generally the best for hay. Pea-culture is an 
excelient thing for worn-out lands. When the 
crop is ripe it is sometimes advisable to let the 
bogs into the field.

The law gives no 
authority to enter the premises of any person to 
inspect cattie, and the owners of swill- milk sta- 
bles, which have been the lurking- places of the 
plague, refuse to permit such inspection. 
When they have reason to suppose their cattio 
are ailing from that disease they hurry the 
stock to market, when each of them may become 
a centre of contagion. In the country, on the 
contrary breeders have frequently called upon 
the Governor and veterinarian when they had 

ven slight cause to suspect the existence of the 
disease among their berds. 

Gov. Hamilton and Col. Webster (Collector of 
the Port of Baltimore) agreed that the appoint- 
ment of a State Veterinarian should be entirely 
tree from political influences and considerations, 
and they concurred in the view that the veter- 
inarian who will have charge of the quarantine 
station at Patapsco, near the city, should have 
tendered to him the office of State Veterinarian. 
The salary which will ve paid by the National 
Government, suppiemented by that which Mary- 
land will offer, would make a quite liberal jn- 
come, an ould secure a thoroughly compe- 
tent man the place.

The Duke be Richmend and the An- 
gio-American Cattle Trade. 

Some time ago the Duke of Richmond asked 
the British Parliament to prohibit the landing 
of any American cattle, upon the ground that 
American cattiec bad foot-and-mouth disease. 
Knowing this to be an unjustifiable charge, Ur. 
John W. Gadsden, M. R. C. V. 8.. Philadelphia, 
called upon the British Consul there and asked 
that gentleman to send a protest to his Govern- 
ment against such unfair treatment. The Con- 
sul advised Dr. Gadsden to write a statement of 
what he knew to be true, that it might be sent 
to Engiand. The statement was made and cabled 
over. It appeared in the London Times just in 
time to prevent the Duke getting the order. But 
for Dr. Gadsden's prompt action the order 
would probably have been issued and the Angio- 
American cattie trade would have been killed 
completely. Tus Trinunes has several times 
calied attention to the subject of the contagious 
diseases of cattle, and a week ago referred at 
some length to the cases of foot-and-mouth 
disease which were the subject of Dr. Gadsden’s 
letter to the Times. The Doctor says: I think 
the cattle-emen of the West should now 
wake up to their interests, look after these un- 


true reports, and put them right before it is too 
late. If this be not done the British farmer 
will, through the Duke of Richmond, shut ail 
our cattle out as sure as welive. They want 
only the chance.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 18.—[{Special.]—The 
House took up and passed Greathouse’s bill to 
compel the construction of bridge pier booms 
on all bridges over the navigabie portion of the 
Iuinois River. 

RAILROAD DEPOTS. 

Mr. Coats’ bill to require railroad companies 
to build and maintain depots at stations also 
passed. The bill provides that railroad 
corporations shall construct and keep in 
repair a depot sufficient for the com- 
fort and convenience of its patrons 
at every station where the United States mail is 
delivered, and shall also keep an agent at such 
depot during the day; provided, that in case 
there are less than 150 inhabitants in any town 
or village where such station is situated, then 
such corporation may or not it they elect keep 
an agent at such station. Whenarailroad neg- 
lects or fails to comply with this provision with- 
in three months after the act takes effect, it shall 
forfeit and pay to the State $200, to be recovered 
by acuon of debt before any Justice of the 

or other court of competent jurisdiction, 
for the use of the county in which such 
omission or negiect of gluty shall occur. 
The Board of Railroad and Warebouse Commis- 
sioners, or the majority of them, are made the 
judges of the sufliciency and proper repair of 
such depot buildings, and when the same 
repairing. so as to accommodate the traveling 
public; and whenever a company negiects to 
erect such depots at the piace required, or re- 
pair them when not in suitable or proper condi- 
tion to accommodate the public traveling over 
its road. or desiring so to do, the Commissioners 
shali notify the company to buiid or repair the 
depot buliding, and vo its failure or negiect so 
to do within three months thereafter it shall be 
liable to the foregoing penaity and forfeiture, 
to be recovered in the same manuer, and for the 
same penalty for egch and every three montbs 
thereafter it shall fail or neg! to comply with 
such notice; and it ie made the duty of the At- 
torney-General and the State's-Attoruey of 
each proper county to sue for and recover the 
penalties herein provided.

Lake Freights and Charters, 

Yesterday could almost be characterized as 
“ Black Friday,” so far as the vessel-owners are 
concerned, for with it vanished all hopes of any 
revival in gratu freights. The downward tend- 
ency which prevailed the preceding day was 
in no way checked, for on the opening of busi- 
ness inthe morning rates were weaker than 
ever, and a decline of another half cent was 
easily made. This further cut obtained its 
origin Thursday evening. when the Inter-Ocean 
was chartered to take a load to Buffalo for 2K 
cents per bushel, which was a quarter of 
a cent under the rates maintained during 
the day. The carriers seem tobe badly rattled, 
and ure evidently willing to take a load at any 
price offered. At leats this would appear to be 
the case from the eagerness with which they 
accepted the offers made by shippers, as is 
shown in the large number of charters given 
below. As soon as the new rates had been es- 
tablished the inquiry for room was quite active, 
and over 500,000 bushels of grain were taken be- 
fore the closing hours on Change; but even

Scarcity of Tonnage the Cause—A Big 
Cargo.

Scotia,coal. Coal freights jumped up 15 cents 
today, and were firm at 75 cents to Chicago and 
Milwaukee. The rise had been expected from 
the scarcity of tonnage and the accumulation of 
stock. The schooners Camden and Emma C. 
Hutchinson were engaged late yester- 
day at 7 cents for Milwaukee, and 
today the steamships Columbia and 
Onoko wera placed for Chicago at 75 
cents. The schoouer P. B. Locke was chartered 
to load for Racine at 8% cents. Canal freights 
declined a quarter of a cent, the ruling rates 
being 4% cents on wheat and 44 cents on corn to 
New York. Shipments were fair. The propeller 
A. L. Hopkins bas arrived with wheat from 
Sandusky, and leaves licht for Toledo to load 
coal for Duluth. She will then carry a cargo of 
wheat from tne latter portto Toledo. A rather 
unusual shipment. There is an obstruction in 
the channel about ftifty feet north of 
the red light on the new breakwater. 
It is thought tobe part of the wreck uf the 
schouner Falmouth; which went to pieces bere 
in the fall of 1841. The steam-barge C. J. Ker- 
shaw struck on it several days ago, and other 
vessels struck before ber. The new tug May 
Freuch, built by George H. Notter, left for To- 
ledo today, where she will engage in dredging. 
She had a life-boat in tow for the Fairport Life- 
Saving Station. Sbeis owned by E. d. French 
of Fulton, this State. The steamship H. J. 
Jewett arrived last night from Chicago, making 
the run here ia seventy-one and one-quarter 
bours.

Piebeger, of 
the Engineer Corps, was also with him in the 
capacity of staff officer, and from these gentie- 
men, as well as the General himself, I learned 
all the detaiis (which were not military Secrets, 
of course of their consultations. At ermosillo 
he was received by the Governor of Sonora anid 
by the Mexican Generais commanding the 
forces there (I can not possibly reme mver their 
bard Spanish names), and was most kindly zu- 
ceived. Several consultadons followed, and the 
Mexicans frangly owned that they bad never 
been able to conduct a campaign against the 
Chirachauos when the latter were intrenched in 
their stronghold in the Sierra Madres. They ad- 
mitted that they had found it useless to fight 
them with Mexican troops, and said: “You 
hu ve the advantage ef us, General, in that you 
can bring Apachés to fight Apachés. 

The General then conferred with the Mexicans 

m the feasibility of a joint campaign. The 
exicans met bim more thau half way, and of- 
fered to enlist Yaqui Indians to coSperate with 
the Apachés which Crook meant to bring down 
from San Carios. This alone shows the courtesy 
—— offered to the American General, 
for never before have the Mexicans consented 
to enlist Indian allies. 

At Chihuahua Gen. Crok was met in the same 
courteous manner by the Governor, the Gen- 
erais, and the municipal authorities. After the 
consultation he returned at once to Willcox, 
A. T., where in the meaactime he had been con- 
centrating troops and supplies. 

THE PRISONER’S STORY, 

e Pa-desh-atzin, the captive Chirichaua, was 
brought to the General's headquarters and 
auestioned closely us to the movements of the 
raiders. He told a straightforward story, which 
I telegraphed at the time. The location and 
date of each massacre committed by the raiders 
was minutely reiated. Every head of stock 
stolen was stated; the line of their march up to 
the point where the prisoner escaped was given. 
Gen. Crook then ordered the irons to be 
stricken from the prisoner. To this he do- 
murred, saying that be realized that he was 
a prisoner, and that if he was allowed his free- 
dom and anything should bapper to hiw which 
would displease the General, or if be should get 
into trouble of any kind, the General would 
blame tue scout Alteshuy, who was responsibie 
fur hie safekeeping. He explained that Aite- 
hay was his cousin, and as the last- named lo- 
dian bad been one of Crook’s most faithful 
scouts for years, be had been intrusted with the 
safekeeping of the prisoner for nearly ten days 
before Crook knew of the relationship which ex- 
isted between the jailer and the prisover. The 
General referred the matter to Altesbay, and at 
his vest the irons were removed. Kunvers 
were then dispatched to verify the information 

ven by the prisoner, and iu a few days all that 

e had told was corroborated. He is now with 
Crook as a guide to the Obirachaua stronguold. 

It bad been arran that the Mexican troops 
should codperate fully with Gen. Urook, and. 
unless | am mistaken, there is an understand- 
ing that Crook is te direct the campaign and 
actually take command of the Mexican soldiery 
and Indian allies. The local Mexican: officiais 
regard Gen. Crook’s proposed expedition as 
fully in accord with the terms of the convention 
of August. 1882. They have shown that they are 
in bearty coOperation with his movements. 


THE MEXICAN PRESS ON CROOK. 


Monday last, when the rumor reached El 
Paso that Crook was in danger, the Times of 
that city said editorially: 

~ Nothing could be more earnest and sincere 
than the efforts of the Mexican commanders in 
Chihuahua to ascertain’ the facts and put in 
trim at once all action required to sustain him 
(Crook) in the event of any calamity.” 

And the same paper, speaking of a dispatch 
from Washington to the effect that Crook would 
be subjected to a court-martial on his return, 


says: 

2 Why should Mexican officials orgpeople be 
aroused to any alarm oecause of Gen. Crook's 
action in pursuit of bostile indians? Certainly 
if they are not, our military dunderheads East 
may hold their tongues and pens, and let gal- 
lant men, strictly withid the technical line of 
duty and powers, work out this problem to an 
effective end? Tue Mexican people of the North- 
era Sierra Madre plateau and valleys, who now 
as for a couple of centuries,have been com pelled 
to wage a ceaseless war vf defense against un- 
remitting savage hostility and rapine, are not 
those who will resent the audacious courage and 
Skill wherewith an American soldier,fully within 
legal requirements, is now engaged in the en- 
deu vor tosubjugate these savage foes who, ow- 
ing submission to our authority, are found 
within the lines of Mexico operating against 
the peaceabie ple of both countries. Gen. 
Crook is in no danger of court-martial. Wen 
Secretary Lincoln is presumptively presented 
as authority for the suggestion, we believe it to 
be a statement made out of whole cioth. But 
such yarns work evil among the exposed front- 
ier people. They weaken a respect due the 
Government in this region, where its actual 
power is, or should be, more directly felt as a 
protective force. They seem to spring from 
that sort of malignant ‘philanthropy’ which 
has much sympathy to expend to an Apaché, 
and can scarcely waste a thought on a Me- 
Comas.” 

I offer no excuse for 14 so liberally 
from a provimelal paper, for I beileve that the 
editor bas in bis brisk editorial expressed the 
sentiments of the better class of people through- 
out the entire southwestern frontier and North- 
ern Mexico. 


AN ENEMY IN THE REAR. 


On reaching Wilicox Gen. Crook found that 
be bad an enemy in bis rear. A portion of the 
Territorial press, headed by the Tucson and 
Tombstone papers, had been publishing red- bot 
editoriais fur ten days advocat the annibila- 
tion of the 6,000 Indians on the San Carlos Res- 
ervation, and the effect had been that a band of 
sixty-five mounted men rode out of Tombstone 
with the declared intention of gathering re- 
cruits from Tucson, Globe, and other points, 

then swooping’ down on the reservation, 
kill mesa, Women, and children. But I will 
not dwell on this point. it had a dangerous 
look for a few days, but when it became 
known that Crook had armed the reservation 
Indians, and that he did not propose to arrest 
the rangers, then reinforcements were not 
fortbconiing, and after riding around the coun- 
tor ten days they disappeared, and have in 

all probabllity gone home. 

Gen. Crook marched for Guadaloupe Cajio u 
from Willcox on the 23d of April. His command 
consisted of six 2 of the Sixth Oavairy 
under Col. Biddle. The officers in command of 
companies are Lieuts. Chaffee, Wallace, Baird, 
Giass, Blocksom, and Dodd. 

Lieut. C. B. Gatewood is in command of the 
Indian scouts. 

Capt. Crawford. who was then on the line 
near Nogalis with 125 Indian scouts, was also 
ordered to march for Guadaloupe Cafion and 
effect a junction with Gatewood’s Indians. 

There was also a wagon-train of twenty-one 
six-mule teams and twenty wagons hired from 
citizens, carrymg supplies for ninety days. 
Eigbty pack-muies, euch carrying from 20 to 
Wo pounds of supplies for the use of the Iudian 
scouts, completed the supply-train. 


THE LATEST NEWS, 


Guadaloupe Canon was reached the 26tb of 
April, and a permanent buse of supplies estab- 
lished. Capt. Crawford arrived thej following 
day with 125 Indian scouts a number of 
pack-mules. An additional train of pack -mules 
from Fort Bowie came in about the same time, 
and May 1 the General, Baving telegraphed 
the Secretary of War t@ut be intended to keep 
withio the terms of the treaty, crossed the {ine 
with Company I of tne Sixth Cavalry under 
Lieut. Chaffee, 200 Indian scouts under Lieuts. 
Gatewood and Crawford, and 3) pack-mules, 
carry lignt field rations fur sixty days. The 
remainder of the Sixth Cavalry were ordered to 
patrol the line east and west. 

The General then started a courier bearing 
dispatches, one of which came to the writer, and 
was sent to you by wire as soon as it reached 

From the ist of May not a word bas been 
received from the General. Kumors have been 
fiying hither end yon, but I am certain that no 
13 information n received from 

m. 

Tue Mexican General, Fuero, bas arrived at 
Paso dei Norte and taken commana of the Mex- 
jean forces in North Chibuabua. ‘The Yaqui In- 
Gaus have, it is sup joined forces with tue 
Apachés under Gatew and Crawford. Croek 
is reported to be in the neiwnborbooa of Janos, 
but | saw Mexican freighters direct trom that 
city yesterday who could give me no news of 
the General. This is absolutely all that is 
known of the gallant [ndian-figbter who, bay- 
ing subdued ali the Apachés in Arizona and put 
them on the reservation, is now endeavorme to 
add to nis fame by putting down the last re- 
maining os of hostiles who have their 
stronghboid in Mexico,

New Yors, May 13, 1883.-—[To the Mditor of 
the New York Evening Pos.)-~-The American 
Filological Association has at every annual 
meeting since 1876 declared itself in favor ot a 
reform in Euglishb spoltng. and bas reoomended 
specific measures to that end. The ection of 
this body and of the American Speling Reform 
Association, which includes among its members 
nearly al the prominent flologists, and which is 
controlea by them, has given tae movement for 
reform a new impetus. It is plain that the ques- 
tion cannot be lxuored much longer. It must be 
met and answered. 

The most serious obstacie in the way of the re- 
form is the common belief that the floiogiets, 
the scholars, the men best qualified to speak on 
the subject, are themselves apposed to any 
change in speling.

PRESIDENT'’S Rooms, CORNELL UNIVERSITY, 
ITH aca, N. V., March 2, 1883.—Il have long been 
interested in the reform of Englisb speling. 

Of course, | cannot speak with any authority 
in the matter, my studies having not been at al 
filojogical; but | may say something regarding 
it from the point of vew of one who has made 
the study of human history and the observation 
of curent human affairs the most cherished ocu- 
pations of bis lite. 

Two main resons for the reform strike my 
mind forcibly. These ar: 

First—The fearful waste of time on the part 
of millions of our children in lerning the most 
iliogical mode of speiing, probably, that this 
worid has ever seen; the ouly real result being 
to weary them of books and to biuat their re- 
souing faculties. 

Secondly—The barrier which our present sys- 
tem establishes against the most important 
agent in the rapid civilization and Christianiza- 
tion of the worid. The grammar of our English 
tongue is probably the simplest and easiest 
known among civilized nations; so. much 80, in- 
deed, that for a long time it was accepted as a 
truth that the English language had no gram- 
mar. Our language is spreding among the cult- 
ured clases in ai parts of the world; but, what ts 
more important, it is begining to take possesion 
of the vast semi-civilized or barbarous nations 
of the Bast—China, Japan, India, and the ilands 
of the Pacific. 

lhav ne dout that were English orthografy 
simpiitied the Euglleh language would within a 
gceneration er two become the busines language 
ot the more active part of al these great nations. 
The effect of sending out 100,000 missionaries 
would be but siight when compared with what 
would be accowplished if our language wer 
thus spred among those nations, and they wer 
thus opened to the tresures of civilizing thought 
contaiaed in it. 

These are the two things which I sein the 
matter, and | rejoic that the reading filologists, 
as well as thou tful practical men, are al 
ranged on one side. 

The greatest difficulty in the way is to bav 
these thoughtful men arrive at some decision as 
to what practical mesures shal be pushed. 

The movement you propose bas my entire 
sympathy. Ioulv wish that my studies had been 
such that I might codperate directly with you to 
some purpose; but anything | can do witbin my 
— to aid in the work shal most gladly be 

one. 

Let me urge you to giv yourself as much as 
possible to the movement. It is really one of the 
things to which it is really worth while to devote 
oneself in this world.

some by the advocates of change, some by its 
opponents. It is the ob of this paper to 

int out some-of these, in the hope that in 60 

ar the two parties may be brought nearer to- 
gether and thus the reform helped on: 

I. By the advocates of a reform: 

They nav not al been considerate enough, in 
ur ng the reform. about the prejudices apd the 
dificulties of other peple as to accepting it. 
One's speling is always a tender point, becaus 
mistakes in it seem to imply want of erly ad- 
vantages of education. Then, too, the labor 
that a good speler bus spent in acquiring bis sure 
and redy knolegwe makes him jelous of whatever 
thretoue to reader it al worthies, and to require 
him to begin again what seems to be child's 
work. In both se ways a proposed change in 
apeling repels peple wro do not se the need and 
do disiixe the trouble of it. Hence the 
first steps of reform proposed should be 
slicht and of sucy a character as may redily 
commend them to those who ar hesitating. 
They should consist mostly of omissions of let- 
ters. in which case the argument of labor-sav- 
ing wil be feit at once. Such changes as most 
of thase recommended ia ne bive Rules" of 
the Home Journal and the Ten Rules of the 
Speling Reform Association ar of this ebaracter, 
aad olfer the least handle for objection. Again, 
we shonid pot insist upon requiring pleges from 
those who favor the reform, that they wil use it 
in al their writing. Let the movement spred by 
Ius oon merits and by our efforts to influence 
the minds within our reach, not by requiring 
promises which many peple ar mare redy to giv 
than to keep. It ought also to be remembered 
that nobody finds it easy to break up established 
habits and form new ones, and that one’s spel- 
ing is as much a habit as 2 trick of speech, 
motion, or posture, Nothing is gained by scold- 
ing pe ple in such a matter as this, where nobody 
can claim authority and where few wil respond 
to an appeal to this sens of duty. Itisonly a 
matter of convenience and advantage to our- 
selves and to others, and as such must be adopt- 
ed, becaus pepie se the good of it. For al these 
reasons there is need of intinit patience and wil- 
ingnes to explain, and we must expect to wait 
until the reasonabienes of the thing works its 


way. 

The true method for such a reform, long and 
laborious as it is, must be to propose first on'y 
What is least “objectionable, and then, when 
peple nav learnt that hav is as good as have, 
dipt as good as dipped, etc., to go on to the next 


step. 

i By the opponents of a reform: 

These ar by no means so delinita body as the 
advocates of reform, for we hav in mind not the 
few who hav written against R. Whose argu- 
ments Others bav fully answered, but me great 
inert mas who oppese maluly by their inertia, 
men and women in society at large who take po 
special interest in the study of language, but ar 
ful of contemt fer the fanatic who dares to say 
he thinks English gpeling might be improved, 
who thinks aue at the end of a word is neces- 
sary to save them from losing social rank. and 
that when once you hav let down the barriers 
there is no knomg where you wil stop. 

They do not seem to be aware to how brief a 
time the present speiing owes its authority. 
They speak of it as if n had been the unbroken 
usage for centuries, and this was the first at- 
temt to change it. They would laugh at any one 
who should now write physic and al words in «éc 
witha tinal K. yet that was part of the same 
system the rest of Which seems to them so 
sacred, and just as much outcry was raised when 
some bold reformers throught that A might be 
droped without ruining the language and the 
literature. The factis the speling of a language 
is just as truly a matter of usuage and iiabie to 
change trom time time as its vocabulary or 
its syntax. The present speiing is no more au 
awful or sacred institution than w that of 
Shakspere’s time; only the general convenience 
requires that it shquid be dealt with prudently 
and improved only so fast as the intelligence of 
the sloer miuds can Keep up with the proces, 

Very few peple who hav not examined the 
subject hav any idea bow much trouble their 
unWilingnes to take trouble gives to other 
peple. y refusing to omit certain needies 
letters they compel those who bav not tue en- 
ergy to be reformers to continue to write and 
print them. The gain to any one person iu 
writing or printing a single page, if he may 
omit certain silent jetters, may be a slight one, 
butif we consider the millions who are daily 
writing and printing millions of pages, it will ap- 
pear how great the aggregate saving of labor 
would be. And in this matter every one who 
helps to save labor for others saves it at the 
same time for himself a

in this re ard without any offense to good taste 
or etymological interests, The present effort at 
spellug reform should be encouraged by all ed- 
ucators. 

In fonetic reform we should distinguish be- 
tween the oppositions of prejudice and those of 
sound reason. The former are worthies, being 
but the pouttugs of ignorance, but the latter we 
cannot afford to despise. The etymological his- 
tory of a word, as contained in its spelling. is the 
basis of a solid argument against a sweep-

speling to presery these important historical 
conuectiona, But whep place is made for these 
exceptions, what a vast fleld for reform is 
left in our present abominable speling! 
What busines has the final ue after 
, epilog, and other Greek words Angli- 
cized? Even in such words as brogue, plague, 
where the vowel is long and the word is not 
Greek, there is no reason for the finalue. The 
mark of a long vowel over the o and thea 
would be a wise substitute. So with the final e 
in Aypoerite, appa. The final te ia cigarette, ro- 
get fe, atc., is also useles, as is the final me in 
programme. Lt we spel teleg am without this tail, 
why not al) the similarly constructed words? 

Now if we eo no further than the reform in- 
dicated in the above we should simplify the 
work of the learner of English speling immense- 
ly. But we can safely go further and pot dis- 
turbany sound principle. Why should tempta- 
tion haveapin it? Why should sergeant have 
e in its first syllable? Why should re de 
written instead of er in mitre,,theatre, etc.? 
We could ask a hundred such questions, each 
one suggesting @ very proper reform in our 
speling. There ar also very many words whica 
needilesly vary the yoweis for the same sound. 
The etymoiogy is not a sufficient nor even a 
true detense for writing earth, burn, and stern 
with thre different signs tor the vowel sound. 
Even where history has sometbing to do with it 
it is of emal importance to retain such small de- 
talis of history as compared with the preserva- 
tion of widely-extended roots. 

We hav two letters in English for the * sound 
(omitting c. which is generally before e and 
pronounced as s)—the * and they. Why should 
we confine the iatter to the companionship of 
the u only? Why not, rather, use it for the 
Greek ch? Thenit will mark a distinction of 
importence—for example, gemistry, argangel, 
etc. Now, as the companion of u only, it is an 
unnecessary Idler in the alfabet—a supernumer- 
ary. To say it represent the old Semitic koph is 
only to say that it is no longer of 
any value tous in English. As we get rid of 
two characters forf,so let us get rid of two 
characters for *, and if we wish to preserve the 
Gree origin, let us mark the Greek z by gq, 
which is just as near it as ch, and a little nearer. 
Any one who will carefully and without preju- 
dice study the subject will find that we may 
make more than halt the changes in Eagiish 
speling which fonetic principles indicate und- 
out marring the look of the page or presenting 
any difficulty to those accustomed to the pres- 
ent speling.

[New York Sun.]—Messes. Charles Reiche & 
Brother, the importers of wild animals, expect 
to receive five sea-elephauts from the California 
coast Saturday. They are said to be the first 
specimens of this branch of the seal family ever 
kept in a capiive state. The sea-elephant is the 
largest of the seal kind. It sometimes grows to 
a length of twenty-five feet and a girth of six- 
teen. They often welgh as much as five tons. It 
obtains its name from this fact, and also from a 
peculiar prolongation of the nose, sugvestive of 
the trunk of an elephant The nose is some- 
times two feet long. Their canine teeth are 
veritable tusks. The fore limbs have hands with 
four flogers anda thumb, each provided with 
perfect nails. The bind toes are nallless. Their 
method of traveling over land is much like that 
of a caterpillar; but clumsy as they appear on 
land they are exceedmgly active in the water. 
They are very flerce whén disturbed by men. 
They were formerly humerous on vertain coasts, 
but the value of the oil obtained from the blub- 
ber has almost caused their extinction. They 
are now found on the almost inaccessibie 
beaches of the South Seas and occasionally in 
their old haunts on the California coast, where 
the specimens now on the way here were capt-

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A Visit to the Lake Park—Somo of the 
Prominent Features. 


— — 


The Nationa! Railway Exposition, which will 
open in the Rx position Building and grounds ad- 
jacent Thursday next,promises to be an Immense 
guceess. Not only will it be much greater than its 
projectors anticipated, but it is expected to be 
far beyond anything of the kind ever beld be- 
fore. Bpacious annexes bave been cons:ructed 
on the south side of the Exposition Building, 
and beyond these a number of sheds are erected 
and others in course of erection, the buildings 
running as far south as the middie of 
the block between Harrison and Van 
Buren streets, The full width of the Lake 
Park, 200 feet, is oceoupied, and the total 
area inclosed is about 500,000 square feet, or a 
little over eleven acres, Ali available space has 
already been taken up; several intending ex- 
hibiters who applied for space allotments yes- 
terday had to be refused, the management prom- 
ising, however, to try to make room for them 
Monday or Tuesday, when the arrangements 
will be nearer compledoo. The management 
say that the area pow occupied is re than 
dguble what they originally intend and that 
tite exhibition as a whole—that is, in the num- 
ber, character, and range of the exbibits-—is 
fully five times as large as the projectors had 
oricinally expected. 

The build and grounds adjacent are at 
present a ne of much 1 and 
some apparent confusion, undreds of 
workmen are swarming about, bauling 
giant pieces of machinery, laying down 
sieepers and rails, banging up wires, erecting 
stands, flooring the anauexes, building up fences, 
spilling tar oa the new wooden roots, in- 
cidentally on any stragglers who may bein 
range. Car-! lots of eutries are pouring in 
and being strewn about in confused beaps. 9 
railway tracks inside the grounds are connected 
by switch lines with the LIilinois Cen- 
trai, and thereby with the Baltimore & 
Ohio and Michigan Central; ponderous loco- 
motives with steam-derrick, ornamental cow- 
catcher, spark-arrester, snow-plow, or other 
wondrous attachments, brand new goid-uphoi- 
stered palace cars, old engines that were built 
in the year one, and various other. works of 
heavy art block the passage try to pars 
each other on the same track. 

A VENERABLE BOILER. 

Among the old-time exhibits, illustrating 
the iron horse as 9 colt.“ the boller of tbe 
“Stourbridge Lion” has arrived. This was the 
first locomotive ever run in America, its first 
trip being made Aug. 8, „ The boiler différs 
from those now in use principaily in that it has 
one great Hue about two feet in diameter, the 
modérn plan being to have a great number 
of little flues of two to three inches each 
in — ee Almost all the leading 
locomotive builders in the country are sending 
specimens of their latest and most perfect 
products, andthe collection will be far superior 
to any that bas ever been made before. Among 
those already in place are some very large and 
powerful locomotives for heavy mountain grad- 
ing, including the ** Mastodon,’ to be the 
ijargest ever built, and weig ver seventy 
tons. 


ELECTRIC RAILWAY.’ 


The track for the electric railway running 
around the exposition gallery. a distance of one- 
third of a mile, has been compieted, and yester- 
day the workmen were engaged attaching the 
heavy electric copper wire to the rails. The 
ride on the telegraph for a nickel,“ all the way 
round, will wupdoubtedly extensive- 
ly patronized by visto electric 
teatures of the — will be not 
only the most interesting, but apparentiy the 
most extensive also. Competitive displays of 
arc anc incandescent lighting will be made by 
the leading electric light companies in the 
United States, several of whom are making very 
extensive preparations for the event. A sysiem 
of blended colors in the electric lighting in and 
about the fountain is expected to producea 
beautiful effectand prove an interesting feat- 
ure to visitors. The electric storage system, re- 
cently invented, but not yet practically tested, 
will be on exbibition. This invention has re- 
ceutly been described in detail iu Tus TRIBUNE: 
it is claimed that by this system ele- 
tric energy can be accumulated in 
large quantities, stored for a considerable length 
of time, carried long distances, and then used 
to transmit power to motors, to supply electric 
licht, or for any other purposes wherein electric 
power is required. But what the management 
consider to be the most important branch con- 
nected with electric exbibite is the collection of 
electricand pneumatic systems of automatic 
signais and safety switcbing, the main object of 
whichis to combine perfect safety with the 
highest speed. This is virtually the first exhi- 
bition of safety-signail devices ever given, and 
some thousands of feet of space have been set 
apart for exhibiting the practical working of 
each ayatem. The exbibition of railway ap- 
pliances in which electric power is in use, or in 
which it may be used to advantage, will, it is 
said, far surpass that of the late Paris exhibi- 
tion, the principal reason of this being the large 
number of inveutions and discoveries of very 
5 — date pertaining to the appliance of elec- 
* tricity. 

THE SHOW OF ORES, 

The extensive collection of ores to be exhib- 
itea will be an interesting feature. The Com- 
missioner of Statistics for Micbigan has sent a 
large collection, mainly of iron ores, and various 
miumg companies in the West and South are 
seriding valuable collecuons also., some of the 
specimens to be exhibited weighing as much as 
a ton each. 

“ What connection is there between ores and 
a railway exposition?’ asked Tus TRIBUNE re- 
porter. 

“Ores make metals, and metals make raii- 
ways,” replied the oremaster’s deputy; de- 
sides, the lines run through mining districts, 
you know.” 

Another interesting branch is the fish depart- 
ment-—a number of large tanks of fish from 
sone lake and river fisheries in the United 
states. 

** What connection is there between railways 
and fish?’ said the reporter to the fish-ewitcher. 

“Some of the tisheries are the property of 
railway companics, and the companies don't tell 
no fish-stories, byt just bring the fish to Chicago 
to speak for themselves. Then the companies’ 
lines run to the fishing districts——"’ 

“And the fishermen’s lines?

The Southern railroad companies have sent a 
fine collecuon of tropical plants, but the mos- 
guitoes, lizards, alligators, and other lively 
tropical producwons have all been left at home. 
The railway companies, however, are not so 
largely represented as are the railway-supply 
companies and the various interests ineidentai- 
ly connected with the railway business. Indeed 
it would seem as thougt every industry in the 
the United States was in some way 
involved or interwoven with railroad 
transit. The varied industries directly connected 
with the building and maintenance of a line 
from the ore dug in the mines, or the rails 
shaped in the rolling-mills, or the sleepers cut 
out of tho forest, or the wooden shoes the Uhina- 
man wore out leveling the track, away on up to 
the powerful monster quivering under the touch 
of the engineer, or the luxurious lounge of the 
paiace-car traveler, or the brass chain on the 
vest of the conductor, orthe leathery caramel 
and cabbage cigar of the newsboy—are but a 
part of aratiway exposition, the industries in- 
directly, connected with railroads being the 
other and bigger part. 

All the Jheavy operating machinery is placed 
at the northend of the building, and will be kept 
in moon as far as practicable ali the time the 
exposition ig open. One machine already in 
piace weighs upwards of 40,000 pounds, and the 
whole when completed and started is expected 
to be the most perfect exhibit of operating ma- 
chinery ever made. 

ANCIENT LOCOMOTIVES. 

The exhibit of oid*time locomotives—those 
that were in use in primeval days when Miss 
Antbony, and the Calumet Ciub Old Settlers, 
aud Mr. Tilden, and Miss Piukbam, and other 
aucient people were only in the prime of life— 
willbe oneof the intere eatures of the 
exhibition. South Kensington Museum io Ea- 
giand, the great European scientitic curivs- 
ity-shop, sends an only and original firsi- 
Stephenson-ever-built engive, and Nova 
Seotia sends another of the same. 
Nova Scotia adds a handicap curiosny 
of bers ia the way of ao only and original man 
who drove it forty ears.“ The reporter cannot 
say which will get the medal, or whetber there 
isany medal.

At the regular meeting of the Governing Com- 
mittee of the Chicago Stock Exchange yesterday 
a proposition was received to list pipe-line cer- 
titicates. It was referred to acommittee, who 
will report at an early day. The members gen- 
erally are in favor of trading in petroleum, or 
pipe-line certificates, 

Mr. Gould’s statements that be has not sold a 
share of his Wabash and that the road is a ne- 
cessity to the Missouri Pacific system seem to 
have inspired the dizzy operators with con- 
fidence.

September ranged a shade 
above August, and the year was about the same 
as May. On the afternoon call the market de-

Corn was active and generally strong, though 
unstgady.

May. The foreign markets were firmer, though 
London was called dull. Our receipts were 
small, and there was again a brisk outward 
movement of the speculative grade, helped by a 
further decline in lake freights, while reports 
from the country were unfavorable to crop 
prospects in Iilinois and lowa. The market 
sagged early in sympathy with wheat: and 
provisions, rising afterwards of its own strength, 
witu some buying orders frum the seaboard for 
futures. There was avery good shipping de- 
mand for all except rejected, and that was want- 
ed when in good houses. We note that choice 
rejected sold by sample free on board cars at 
55@56c, or very nearly the price of No. 2 in 
store. On the afternvon cali the market was 
firm, and it was quoted steady in the later gath- 
ing in the alley. 

Oats were in light speculative demand early, 
and sold %@\c off from the closing prices of 
the day previous. Subsequently the demand for 
July delivery as a result of buying orders 
strengthened the market, and an advance of xe 
succeeded, followed by an easier feeling, the 
latest transactions on the reguiar board show- 
ing an improvement of e over the closing 
prices of Thursday. Spot was quiet, with a sale 
of 1 car-lot reported at 41\c. 

Rye was quiet for spot at 63c, Thursday’s price. 
F utures were active and weaker, June delivery 
selling at 6344@64c and July at 644%@650. There 
were sellers of August at Ge without buyers. 

Barley was lifeless outside the sample market, 
where prices ranged about as on Thursday. Tho 
market was thinly attended, several of the old 
habitués having sought more congenial as well 
as more profitable locations on the floor. 

Dry goods are being ordered with some free- 
dom, a continued fair trade having necessitated 
the replenishment of stocks by interior dealers. 
Prices show steadiness. Ciothing and boots and 
shoes remain quiet. There is a fair city and 
country demand for millinery and white goods. 
Jubbers of groceries had nothing new to ro- 
port beyond a slight strengthening of the 
sugar market. Dried fruits were in fair 
request with prices averaging firm. Valencia 
raisins were quoted off to 7@7\c. Fish were 
active and firm. In the market for dairy prod- 
ucts there was continued weakness. Oils were 
steady. Coal was inactive and weak, as was also 
pix- iron. 

The price of mackerel is advancing. Up to 
the present time the catch has been almost a 
total failure, and in New York the price has 
jumped up to $9.25. A year ago they were sell- 
ing at $5.50. 8 

Eggs were steady at e ver doz. There was 
an active demand for tropical fruit, which sold 
at about Thursday's prices. Hides, grease, and 
tallow are slow. our quotations being littie better 
than nominal. A brisk business is being done 
in metals and tinoners’ ware, prices holding 
Steady. Potatoes steady, and poultry in light 
demand at the low figure given for the last few 
days. Woolis quiet and steady. Timothy and 
clover seed were steady, and flaxseed sold at 
$1.43. Hay was steady for timothy, and firm 
and higher for Iowa upland, which sold as high 
as $15.00 per ton.

The most remarkabie point in this exhibit is 
the tact that, including flour reduced to wheat, 
the quantity on passage from Atlantic ports is 
only 130,500 quarters, or about 5% per cent of 
the whole. The tact would seem to indicate 
that the United States has been holding the bag 
while other peoples have caught the game. The 
wheat on the east side of the Rocky Mountains 
has been held just a little too high for salability. 

The receipts of No. 2 and higb-mixed corn for 
this week up to yesterday morning aggregated 
360 car-loads, ora little more than 180,000 bu. 
The quantity of those grades reported as drawn 
from store in the same time is 1,450,975 bu. This 
left in store about 4,100,000 bu of those grades, 
which will be further lessened by the liberal 
chartering of yesterday. Our stock of tne spec- 
ulative grades of corn is rapidly decreasing, 
which is a good thing for the trade. The move- 
ment is helped by the willingness of lake car- 
riers to accept low rates of freight. Perhaps 
this willma ness to concede is not unconnected 
with certain rumors to the effect that rail car- 
riers are preparing to offer better terms to ship- 
pers in order to securea larger share of the 
business, g 

Iowa and Illinois report very poor corn pros- 
pects. The corp is rotting in the ground over 
larwe areas, and a great deal of replanting is re- 
ported as necessary. 

ASt. Louis telegram reports that a car-load of 
new wheat is promised to arrive there from 
Dallas, Tex., within ten days. This fact, how- 
ever, does not make the crop. 

It is now thougbt that the proposed bucket- 
shop legislation will be killed in the House of 
Representatives at Springfield. The sooner it is 
killed off the better. Its promoters have al- 
ready covered themselves with enough of glory. 
Perhaps it will turn to mud if they persist.

She is thin, 
it is true, and needs nothing 
to make her look trim. But even 
with a fat Woman there is a certain amount 
of adipose matter that must go somewhere, 
and a thick underwaist with bones will an- 
swer every purpose.

Another knotty point among the rival 
communities is the order to be observed in 
escorting a lady down-stairs, supposing the 
stairs to be too narrow for two to go abreast. 
New York says it is a matter of etiquet 
that every one descends a man-of-war be- 
fore the commander: but if a gentieman 
goes first it may be better, is the considerate 
provision, as the lady may have large féet, 
or thick ankles, or sone other reason for 
wishing to protect her lower extremities from 
observation. Washington decrees that the 
lady takes precedence, the gentieman follow- 
ing close behind to guard her from misad- 
venture, 

in New York itis not “the thing” for a 
lady to say “thank you” for small courte- 
sies, such as pass change in an omnibus, 
restoring fallen umbrellas, ete.; only a smile 
is allowable. here been a difference of 
opinion, too, on the of capital letters for 
P. P. C. on visiting cards and R. S. V. P. on 
cards of invitation. Sinee the time ot the 
Romans large letters have been used for ab- 
breviations, but America now uses small let- 
ters, an innovation distasteful to European 
eyes. There, too, it was rigid . etiquet— 
as, indeed, it was until quite late years 
in this country also—to send invitations 
and answers by hand; now, if at any 
distance, the medium of the post is 
permissible. In England the formula of in- 
troduction is severely simple: Mr. Browu— 
Mrs. Smith“; that is- all Mr. Brown may be 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mrs. Smith 
the wifeof the Archbishop of York, but these 
facts are not named. In America etiquet 
requires dignities and official status to be 
particularized, as the “Kev. Mr. d Dr. 
Blank.“ or the Hon. Gov. Dash,“ ing the 
name of the State he governs. It a member 
ot Congress the fact must be added; if an 
author of eget the names of his principal 
works must stated. 

It is customary in America for a lady to 
be accompanied to a ball by a gentleman as 
an escort. His duty is to see she is 
provided with partners and refreshments 
and to look after her generally. He carries, 
indeed, supplies, her bouquét, and attends 
her on her return home.

A Real Enoch Arden. 

A real Enoch Arden died in East Hampton, 
Conn., April 8 in the person of, Harry Rock- 
well. He was born in Warehouse Point, in 
the same State, Jan. 18, 1796, and was mar- 
ried in East Hampton the day after he be- 
came 21. About two years later, being then 
the father of one child, he went to Savannah 
as one of a company of twenty carpenters. 
From his father, a seafaring man who died 
at sea, he had inherited a roving disposition, 


and on his way home he shipped on a whaler ' 


bound for the Falkland Islands. The Cap- 
tain ill-treated his crew, a mutiny occurred, 
and Rockwell and others deserted and 
reached, after much suffering, an English 
man-of-war, ‘on which they shipped. En- 
giand and Spain were then at war, and in the 
course of events a Spanish vessel eaptured 
the Englishman, and the crew were thrown 
into prison, where they endured severe 
privitations, being almost starved them- 
selves and almost devoured by vermin. 
At length Rockwell was released, and 
thereafter he enlisted in the American 
naval service, where he remained a number of 
years, enduring many hardships. Later he 
entered the merchant marine; and 80 as a 
sailor he visited very many foreign countries, 
making three or four voyages in the tea 
trade between China and Philadelphia. Dur- 
ing all this long period no tidings of him had 
reached his home and family. About six 
years after leaving home he learned that his 
wife had given him up for dead and had 
married one George Evans, by whom she had 
asonanda daughter, who are still living, 
and another son, who died in the United 
States service dur the war. Her child b 
the first husband had in the meantime died. 
For ten years longer Rockwell followed the 
sea, but in 1835 he determined to learn some- 
thing about his family, and July 4 he reached 
the town which he niay have still called his 
home. Mr. Evans had died four years before.

[London Paper.|—The Empress led a 
curious life during her last days on the 
throne. She was up every morning at 7 
o’clock, attired la a black cashmere dress 
which she wore all day with plain white col- 
lar and cuffs. At 7:30 she heard mass said 
in the private chapel of the Tuileries by 
M. Bauer, heralmoner. Immediately after 
this she took a cup of coffee with Mme. 
Carette, who, dy the way, was one ot the 
most renowned court beauties, and a most 
charming com papjon, owing to her exquisit 
cheerfulness. The Empress’ private apart- 
ments were on the first floor of the Pavilion 
de Flore, overlooking the garden, and com- 
manding a glorious view of the Seine 
and the Champs Elysées as far as 
the Triumphal .Arch. The room in 
which she generally sat was a cir- 
cular saloong very gayly decorated with 
panels painted by Chafles Chaplin, and illus- 
trating the loves of a violet and a rose. In 
this room, from 8 0’clock in the morning un- 
til long after the nominal hour for dinner, 
which day after day was delayed, the Em- 
press received an uninterrupted flow of visit- 
ors, and the confusion of those wretched

A visitor to the Greek village of Vertonda 
thus records her impressions: “ After a lit- 
tie I wandered into a field opposit the house 
I was staying at, where a woman was cook- 
ing ata fire built in a rough sort of stone 
furnace. She had an immense copper kettle 
full of soup. I said, Lou must have a large 
family?“ Tes,“ she replied, with an amused 
smile, ‘thirty women.’ Supposing that they 
had a system of codperative housekeepers, 
and that she cooked for the whole village, I 
continued my inquiries, when she told me 
that, it being harvest season, there were many 
extra laborers, Who were women, and she, as 
the steward’s daughter had the super- 
vision of them. The supper consisted only of 
a piece of bread beside the soup, and this 
diet had but few variations, such as black 
olives, salad, and fruit in the season. Meat 
is a great rarity: — eat it but once a year, 
at the feast of Lambri, or Easter. hen 
every one eats roast spring lamb; and if one 
is too poor to buy it he will be sure to find 
somebody to give it to him.
